Wee Care Staff 
Studies First Aid

Staff members of Wee Care 
Day Care Center received an 
eight-hour first aid course 
Saturday, learning how to patch 
up wounds, treat for shock and 
splint broken bones. 

Working in pairs, the ten staff 
members, including director 
William Grear, were taking part 
in a multi-media course being 
offered by the Red Cross and 
taught by David Clark of 620 
S.W. Sixth St. 

Clark, a chemist at the 
Quaker Oats furfural plant here 
in Belle Glade, said he is offering 
to teach the multi-media course 
to any group which can get as 
many as six students together. 

Teaching the Wee Care staff, 
Clark used lecture, a film, 
instructional booklets and actual 
practice, giving the multi-media 
course its name. 

He said the course can be 
taught in one eight-hour segment, 
as the staff was taking it, in two 
four-hour segments, four two- 
hour or eight one-hour segments. 

But he said the Red Cross has 
found through research that when 
the course is broken into more 
than two sessions, much of the 
material is forgotten by the 
students before they take the test 
at the end of.the eight hours. 

"I don't have the exact 
statistics," Clark sdid, but 
they've found people who take 
the course in one eight-hour 


session still can answer some- 
thing like 60 per cent of the 
questions on the test two years 
later. 

“But when the course is 
broken down into four two-hour 
sessions," he said, they 
generally forget 40 per cent of the 
material by the time they take 
the test.” 

Although Clark is instructing 
the first aid courses on his own 
time, he said he has received 
support of Quaker Oats, which 
paid for the films he uses, He said 
Quaker Oats makes it a matter of 
policy to encourage employe 
involvement in the community. 

Wee Care Director William 
Grear said he wanted the Wee 
Care staff to take the first aid 
course in case of an emergency at 
the day care center. 

He said he split the staff in 
half, with ten members taking the 
course Saturday and the other 
ten taking it another time. 

While Grear and the other 
staff members were working on 
the course, a small boy popped in 
to ask, if we're going to meet.” 

Grear said the boy was a 
member of his scout troop. 
“They're going to take the course 
next," he said. 

Clark said any group wishing 
to take the course can contact 
him. at Quaker Oats to make 
arrangements or get further 
information.
